Slonel Sheppard had been in good health,

He 
let it go and did not consult a physician un- 
til a week ago, when he went to Dr. Me 
Lean and told him of his suspicions. ‘The 
doctor confirmed them, and advised him to 
at least submit to an examination and to un- 
dergo an operation should it be deemed nec- 
essary.” The colonel agreed to this, and 
today was decided on for the examination. 

Up to this morning, Colonel Shepard 


| bad attended to his business in the usual 


way. He was at his office every day.

Frere, that he would probably not be down 
on Friday but that he would be there on 
Saturday afternoon. 

This morning about 9 o' clock, before the 
arrival of the doctor, he complained of se- 
vere pains and said he thought he would 
go to bed. But first he went to the tele- 
phone, called up the office of The Mail and 
Express and gave a number of instructions 
about the future conduct of the newspaper 
in case anything should happen to him. 
As nobody in the office knew that he was 
ill, these instructions caused considerable 
wonder, but it was never the habit of any 
one in the office to question anything that 
the colonel did, and not ven any inquiries 
were made as to what might be the matter. 
After telephoning these instructions, the 
colonel laid down awhile: The distress he 
suffered left him and when the physicians 
and nurses came in later, he was in good 
spirits. He had induced his wife and his 
youngest daughters, Marguerite and Alice, 
who were at home, to go off to Scarboro 
for the day. His son, Elliot F. Shepard, 
Jr., was at home. 

Colonel Shepard’s Death. 

About 1 o’clock Colonel Shepard said he 
was ready for the surgeons, and they, with 
the nurses, began the work of putting him 
under the influence of ether. He had in- 
haled the drug but two or three times 
when the physicians detected dangerous 
symptoms and stopped be inhalation. 

Colonel Shepard sank rapidly and for 2 
time it was feared that he could not be 
rallied. Powerful restoratives were ad- 
ministered. At the end of an hour’s work 
with oxygen, he was restored to partial 
consciousness and he continued apparently 
to rally until 4 o’clock, then without warn- 
ing and for no apparent reason, he began 
rapidly to sink. The oxygen treatment 
was. resumed, but it was of no avail. At 
4:29 o'clock he died. He was unconscieus, 
and his death was peaceful. The cause of 
the death given by the physicians was 
oedema of the lungs. 

His Family Sammoned. 


Immediately before Colonel Shepard's 
death, messages were sent to Mrs. Shep- 
ard announcing that he was very low and 
that he might not live. She reached the 
house at 6 o'clock. Immediate friends of 
the family soon began arriving. Cornel- 
ius Vanderbilt was one of the first. Chaun- 
cey Depew was the fourth or fifth visitor. 
A string of cafriages were continually at 
the Fifth avenue side of the house all the 
evening. At a late hour no arrangements 
had been made for the funeral.

Miundreds of Houses Demolished and 
Many Persons Injured— Incidents 
of the Great Storm. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 24.—The path of 
the cyclone which entered Tennessee yes 
terday afternoon in a southwesterly di- 
rection from Mississippi, appears to have 
been about twenty. miles in width, although 
the serious damage is confined to a much 
smaller area. The wires are down in all 
directions. There is no telegraphic commu- 
nication with Nashville and intervening 
points, and little news is obtainable from 
the places visited by the cyclone. 

This city barely escaped. A heavy rain 
fell and a high wind blew at the time the 
clone raged, and it became as dark as 
nicht for thirty minutes. Heavy damage 
was done to trees and small outbuildings. 
The train from Birmingham, Ala., which 
arrived late last night, reports much dam- 
age between bere and Byhalia. twenty 
miles east. 

The Storm at Kelly. 

At 2:30 o'clock this morning the wire at 
Kelly, Miss, was tapped and details tele- 
graphed to show that the early reports 
were not exaggerated.

~ WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST, 


West of the Mississippi river yesterday, 
other than snow flurries in the far nortli;-the 
weather was mostly fair. East of the Missis- 
sippi, the weather was either rainy or cloudy, 
and threatening from the Gulf of Mexico to 
Canada. The heaviest rainfall reported yes- 
terday, during the twelve hours ending at 7

cola. 

Besides a main storm area moving in the 
past thirty-six hours from the Mississippi val- 
ley to the north Atlantic coast, there has, in 
the meantime, developed a sort of a secondary 
storm area over the gulf. These two storm 
areas are the cause of the wide extent of the 
unsettled weather east of the Mississippi, and 
the latter area, the one over the gulf, seems 
destined to prevent a general clearing up over 
the southern states as goon as was anticipated. 

However, as telegraphic communication from 
over the gulf is impossible, it is rather a 
matter of conjecture, at present, to attempt 
to foretell just what will be the movement 
and effect of this gulf storm. 

The warm weather moved to the Atlantic 
coast yesterday—-as warm in Baltimore fast 
night as in Atlanta. Temperatures have gen- 
erally fallen in other sections of the country, | 
except in the lower Mississippi valley.

Over the Outrage in Carroll County—Lat- 
est Advices from the Parties 
to the Affair. 


Carroliton, Ga., March 24.—(Special.) 
The New Mexico district riot has been the 
talk over this part of Georgia today. Good 
men are shocked and denounce the outrage 
severely. g 

The last advices to The Constitution 
stated that only Henry and Pike Benford, 
Pleas Wright and Green Simpkins had 
been jailed. Late last night Deputy Sher- 
iffs Ed Hewitt, I. E. Cobb and S. Hem- 
hue brought in Willis Brooks, Dock San- 
nels, Bob Ayers and Ed Perdue. This 
makes ali the eleven accused men. Three 
made $2,000 bonds yesterday evening. 

The latest news from the parties who 
were so shamefully whipped and otherwise 
maltreated ig that first accounts of their 
terrible beating were not at all exaggerat- 
ed, and possibly it was worse than first 
stated. 

It is said that Sam Bowen, who was 
beaten terribly with sticks on hig bare 
back, and Frank Eason, who was knocked 
down with a pistol, are in a precarious con- 
dition; so also is the Widow White. 

It seems that the great object of the 
mob’s fury was at Widow ‘hite. At 
the courtground one man offered to sub- 
scribe $500 to prosecute the white caps 
and said he could raise $1,000. The su- 
perior court of Carroll county, which con- 
venes Monday week, will investigate the 
matter thoroughly and justice will be met- 
el out to the guilty parties. The arrested 
and accused men still deny having any 
connections with the outrage. 

The latest advices from New Mexico dis- 
trict are that a considerable uproar exists 
among the people on account of the outrage. 

One or two men arrested have offered to 
make full confessions of the whole affair. 
It is hinted that there are five other men 
connected with the affair and warrants have 
been sworn out and officers are on the alert 
for them. 

No mention was made last night of the 
whipping of Frank Eason's little boys, which 
occurred. When the mob knocked Eason 
down with a pistol his children began cry- 
ing at a terrible rate and some of the men 
whipped the two little boys with a large 
buggy whip unmereifully. 

Irs. Mary E. White, the widow who has 
had so much trouble with the Benfords, 
was fired on by some unknown person near 
her home the day of the whipping. She 
was riding home from town in a buggy aud 
the contents of the gun hit the buggy. Mrs. 
White was very much frightened at this at- 
tempted assassination. Guards from 
Bowden and some of the neighbors of the 
outraged people spent last night at old man 
Britt’s for fear of further trouble. Bowden 
Britt, Mrs. White and Eason are badly 
etantened. They believe their lives in 
danger.

Fulton’s Bond Election. 

On the 13th of next month, the register- 
ed voters of this county will accept or 
reject the proposition that the county 
commissioners shall issue $600,000 in 
bonds for the courthouse, jail and re 
formatory buildings. 

Undoubtedly, our people will decide in 
favor of the bonds. Successive grand 
juries and the complaints of officials and 
private citizens have made it evident 
that our jail is so utterly unsafe and unfit 
that we must have a new one, and we 
have equally strong testimony in regard 
to the necessity for a courthouse and city 
hall. The reformatory, too, ig generally 
demanded by all Christian and humane 
people who recognize the in- 
justice and the danger of com- 
pelling our juvenile offenders to asso- 
ciate with hardened criminals. Here at 
the capital of the state, in a rich and 
populous county, there is no excuse for 
trying to get along with makeshift and 
inadequate public buildings which are a 
menace to the health of ‘the community, 
and a stumbling block in the way of 
business. 

It will be wise economy to issue the 
bonds and provide for the pressing needs 
of the community. We must abandon 
our expensive mistake of building tempor- 
ary structures, and erect a courthouse, 
jail and reformatory that will meet our 
wants in the future. 

When various Texas counties spend 
from $500,000 to $700,000 for their court- 
houses, Fulton should not haggle over 
the matter of $600,000 for three such 
needful things. It has been shown that 
these bonds will probably never increase 
our taxes to any perceptible extent. We 
have more than one hundred thousand 
population now, and it will be doubled 
in a few years. With more people and 
more taxable property every year, it is 
likely that the county will be able to re- 
deem its bonds without ever levying an 
extra tax for that purpose. 

We hope to see an overwhelming vote 
for the bonds. It will be a vote in the 
interests of progress, prosperity and 
civilization, and will reflect honor upon 
Fulton county. 


Is It an Attack on Mr. Cleveland. 

We do not know what course Secretary 
Gresham would have pursued, if he had 
kndwn that his purpose to restore to the 
states their proportion of places in his 
department would expose him to a charge 
of attacking the administration, but the 
probability is that he would have gone 
right ahead in the performance of his 
duty. 

It should be borne in mind that, for 
advocating the very course that Secretary 
Gresham has pursued, The Constitution 
has been accused by Secretary Smith’s 
evening newspaper with trying to pull 
Mr. Cleveland down; and this, too, in the 
face of the fact that the same evening 
newspaper has endorsed in the most em- 
phatic manner the demand that the 
offices belonging to Georgia under an 
equitable apportionment should be re- 
stored to the state. Are we to be told 
now that Mr. Gresham is trying to pull 
Mr. Cleveland down, and to belittle his 
administration? 

The truth is, we have never for a mo- 
ment doubted that the justice of the de- 
mand which The Constitution has made 
in behalf of the democratic states that 
have been robbed of their fair share of 
offices by corrupt republican partisans 
would commend it to Mr. Cleveland. We 
have never doubted that he would be 
ready to remedy the evil the moment it 
was brought to his attention. It is in 
the very line of the reforms the president 
has always shown himself anxious to 
make. His whole career as a public man 
shows that he is ready to tear up the 
results of partisan, corruption by the 
roots wherever he can lay hands on them. 

The real attack on Mr. Cleveland—and 
it is vicious in the extreme—comes from 
those who seek to create the impression 
that he is interested in perpetuating the 
partisan corruption established by the re- 
publicans. The logic of the charge made

What is to 
hinder Secretary Smith from restoring 
the just balance, and thus aid the ad- 
ministration in carrying out a miuch- 
needed reform? 

Secretary Gresham has set the pace in 
this matter. Why cannot Secretary Smith 
follow his example? He should not be 
misled by those who pretend to regard 
the reform as a joke. It is, indeed, a 
serious matter. We are not pressing it 
in a partisan spirit. It is not a party 
question. Georgia is entitled to a share 
in the federa] patronage in proportion to 
{ts population—in proportion to its repre- 
sentation in congress. Under a system of 
republican corruption, the great mass of 
these offices have been diverted from 
Georgia and turned over to partisans in 
the close or doubtful states. 

The idea that it is an attack on Mr. 
Cleveland to urge this necessary reform 
is preposterous. Let Secretdry Smith 
carry out what Secretary Gresham has 
so wisely begun. 


Our Party and Its Pledges. 

Our republican contemporaries are 
urging the new adminfstration to settle 
down to business and fulfill the promises 
of the democratic platform. 

The New York Morning Advertiser, for 
instance, says of our platform: 

The democratic party knew then that it was 
hopelessly divided as it is now upon both the 


currency and the tariff reform questions. It 
knew then that it would be impossible tor it 


to so get together on silver, for instance, as 
to agree upon any change in existing laws. 
It knew then as it does now that to make 
the change in the tariff laws which it so 
glibly promised could only result in irrepar- 
able injury to the business interests of the 
country. | 

The average republican editor spends 
most of his time these days dancing 
around the democratic camp with a tariff 
chip on his shoulder, daring somebody to 
knock it off. 

It is all right. The administration is 
not likely to forget the fact that it owes 
its existence to the tariff and financial 
reform planks in the platform of its 
party. These pledges will be kept. We 
should have an extra session of congress, 
and it should be called mainly for the 
purpose of tackling the vicious tariff 
system. The democratic platform says 


the tariff will be reduced to a revenue 


basis, and its operation will neither op- 
press the poor nor build up monopolies 
for a few favored plutocrats. In other 
words, the administration will carry out 
the promises that brought it to the front 
with the endorsement of the people. 

The promise of financial reform will be 
just as faithfully kept. We are going to 
remonetise silver and re-establish state 
banks. 

These matters take the shape of positive 
pledges in the democratic platform, and 
Mr. Cleveland, when he was elected on 
that platform, became absolutely bound 
to carry out its provisions to the best 
of his ability. He is a man of his word. 
He can neither be cajoled nor intimidated. 
He will call an extra session, and the 
work of tariff and financia} reform will 
be pushed through with his active aid. 

The clamor and the taunts of the re- 
publicans will not cause the democratic 
reformers to turn aside or delay their 
business. From the president down to 
the youngest congressman, it is under- 
stood that the existence of the democratic 
party depends upon its fidelity in keeping 
its promises. The party will have to get 
together on the right side of the tariff 
and financial questions, or go out of 
business with a record of broken pledges. 
This is the situation, We must wipe out 
the protective tariff and establish bimetal- 
lism, without discrimination against either 
gold or silver, and we must have state 
banks. Any other course would be politi- 
cal suicide. 7 


A Monetary Conference, 

A dispatch from London conveys the in- 
telligence that the United States have 
little to hope for from the reassembling 
of the international monetary conference, 
a few words in the British parliament 
having settled England's attitude in the 
most positive way. 

At the opening of the conference, it 
will Be remembered, England took no 
definite position, either for or against 
the free coinage of silver. One of the 
British delegates, however, Mr. Rothschild, 
made a proposition looking to a combina- 
tion on the part of Europe and the 
United States to hold up the price of 
silver by purchasing bullion. There was 
a division of sentiment among the 
British delegates. If the conference 
should reassemble, the British delegation 
will have definite instructions from the 
government to vote in favor of a single 
gold standard. 

This information is not in the nature of 
news. Certainly, no readen of The Con- 
stitution needs to be told what the atti- 
tude of England is, or what the outcome 
of the conference is likely to be. All this 
was settled before Mr. Harrison, in the 
interest of his campaign for a second 
term, undertook to send Mr. Charles 
Foster gadding about Europe to arrange 
for a conference. No event has ever 
done more to weaken the influence of this 
government abroad, or to discredit the 
fixed and unalterable determination of 
a majority of the voters than this un- 
happy itinerary performance of Mr. 
Foster, undertaken to boom Mr. Harrison 
for a second term. 

The spectacle would have been shorn 
of its humiliating features when the 
conference met, the delegates represent- 
ing the United States had urged a definite 


it woul 
be a natural and reasonable conclusion of 
the whole affair for the participating 
powers in Europe to present ollls to the 
United States for the salaries and ex- 
penses of their delegates. The participa- 
tion of this government in the conferenge 
was sheer humbuggery from beginning 
to end. There was neither hope nor de- 
sire on the part of the Harrison adminis- 


tration that any satisfactory conclusion | 
would or could be reached. It was simply 


intended to aid Mr. Harrison in his efforts 
to secure a nomination and an eleetion to 
a second term. 7 

But Mr. Harrison's scheme was a most 
dismal failure. It was a failure before 
it was put into operation. The people re- 
garded the declarations of the democratic 
platform as a much more satisfactory 
international conference than the one Mr. 


| Harrison had caused to be drummed up. 


“Act and then confer” is the time-honored 
American policy, when dealing with 
American affairs. The democratic plat- 
form pledges the party to the free coinage 
of both gold and silver on terms of parity, 
and these pledges were endorsed by the 
people. The democratic pledge is to re- 
store silver to its old place in the cur- 
rency first, and then adjust the ratio 
either by legislation or by a monetary 
conference. 

England cannot be counted on to aid 
in undoing what its bankers paid millions 
to have done. As a creditor nation, its 
bankers and money lenders are interest- 
ed in maintaining the gold standard. It 
is a standard that is constantly increasing 


m value, stealing from debtors and rob- 


bing producers. It is true that the Eng- 
lish people are in a state of feverish un- 


rest in regard to the financial question. 


The tide of bimetallism is steadily rising, 
and it will finally overwhelm those who, 
for the sake of their own selfish interests, 
are ruining trade and driving the poor to 
despair. There are more than a hundred 
bimetallists in parliament where there 
were not ten five years ago. Bimetallic 
leagues and societies are forming in all 
parts of the kingdom. The real business 
men are speaking through their chambers 
of commerce. In short, the silver agita- 
tion in England is much more intense 
than it has been at any time in this 
country; but the legislation of England is 
controlled and manipulated by the gold 
interests, as it has been in this country. 

All that is needed to make this English 
movement overwhelming is to convince 
the people there that the United States 
really have a policy of their own. Let 
the pledges of the democratic party be 
promptly redeemed. This will give the 
country the free coinage of silver on an 
equality with gold. Then, when that is 
done, the ratio can be adjusted, if any 
adjustment shall be found necessary, by 
legislation or by means of an interna- 


tional conference.

Ia There Any Treasure Trove? 

Are the detectives right in their theory 
that there is some of the Gate City bank’s 
money hidden away? Properly speaking, 


the. theory is not original with the detec- 


tives. Indications point to its origin within 


the bank. 
When the investigation was first made 


by the clearing house committee the short- 


age was estimated to be about $65,000. 
This was a rough calculation. Mr. Camp- 
bell, the national bank examiner who got 
here directly after the bank closed its doors, 
soon rai the sum to 000. That 
was about the estimate when Louis 
wine was arrested on Friday following his 
flight. That same day he stated that the 
real shortage of the bank was in the neigh- 
horhood of $70,000. It is understood thaf 
he accounted for that much of the bank’s 
missing funds. Some time later the esti- 
mate was increased by the bank examiners’ 
investigation to $95,000. This figure was 
contradicted by an evening paper, although 
the comptroller of the currency announced 
that the shortage was all of that sum. 
A fuller investigation luckily for him 
substantiated his statement. This was 

xpected, however, by those 
who have faith in the comptroller

The Constitution reporters learn on good 
authority that there is some money con- 
cealed somewhere.

significant fact is that Mrs. Hammond 
left Atlanta a few days before Lewis Red- 
wine fled from the bank. She was back 
here when he disappeared and she was one 
of the first persong he telephoned for when 
hee reached his Liding place on Wells 
street. She stated just after his arrest 
that she went to New York on a hu 
trip and stop in Washington on her 
way home. he caught a cold while away 
and stated that it was caused by being ex- 

sed to the bleak weather in the north. 

he said that in Washington she visited 
some very respectable people who did not 
know of her life here. 

When it comes to pure theories not one 
has been advanced 2 which sounds more 
probable than that Hammond carried 
the pile to New York and deposited it in 
some bank there under an assumed name. 
If this is a correct theory and the cash 
really ig there, the detectives might put 
in good work investigating on that line. 
It would not be impossible at all to find 
out if a woman did deposit some ares sum 
8 a New York bank about February 

th. 

Mrs. Hammond is said to have gone 
north after Redwine skipped. If this is 
true, the theory that she did have some 
of the Gate City bank’s money is even 
more reasonable. *But she stated that she 
went just before his flight. Either way it 
is turned, her trip looks significant. 


Plenty of Theories. 


The woods are full of theories for that 
matter. Mrs. Hammond came downtown 
in a hack while Redwine was in hiding 
and called on some of his friends. She did 
not find the one for whom she was looking 
and she hunted up another. These inci- 
dents are known to the authorities with 
the names of the parties concerned. She 
could have given money to them or she 
could have buried it in Grant park, or 
she could have put it in a rubber bag and 
sunk it in the lake at Little Switzerland, 
or she might have hid it around the police 
station. e theory which has many sup- 
porters is that Mrs. Hammond never had 
the money. The woman is not one with 
whom even a defaulter would be apt to 
entrust with a large sum of money.

NEW YORK, March 2 The longest strike ever 
known in Lancashire came to an end at a conference 
Between the masters and operatives at Manchester yes- 
terday evening. The conference was prolonged until 
11 o’clock at night, and a final settlement was reached 
upon the basis of a reduction of about 4 per cent in 
wages and the men surrendering their claim that none 
but union labor should be employed in the mill. Our 
cables received late last evening informing us of this 
settlement took a favorabig¢ view of the course of the 
market in consequence of the expected demand from 
spinners, but the ,entire south, as far as heard from, 
arose en masse and sent selling orders to Liverpool 
and offered free on board cotton in such quantities 
that the Englishmen were simply overwhelmed, and 
their market closes weak at a decline of 4-64d frem 
yesterday’s quotations, or about 7-64d for the day.

A pressure 
to sell this stock is constant in Liverpool, as no pre- 
miums exist to repay the holders of cotton for their 
expense in carrying the stock forward, Our market 
opened steady at about 2 points below last evebing's 
quotations with a large buying demand from the short 
interest and for Liverpool account. As the foreign 
markets continued to break our market finally cave 
way and rapidly sold downward. Receipts at che tn- 
terior towns, to add to the depression in the market, 
an increase in the movement from plantations over 
last week, and the last bull seems to have deserted the 
ranks ‘and gone over to theenemy. Receipts at the 
ports show the inflnence of the reeent ases of 
cotton throughout the south for ort. and will prob- 
ably be heavier for the next few weeks, and compare 
more favorably with last year than they have been 
doing. The large failure in the cotton trade in Nasb- 
ville was hearq with sorrow this morning, as the firm 
enjoyed the confidence and respect of the trade.

ANOTHER VESTIBULE. 


The Richmond & Danville Will Equip An- 


other Train as a Flyer. 


The Richmond and Danville is going to 
put on another vestibuled train between 
Atlanta and Washington. 

It may run through solid to New York 
and the Pullmans certainly will. 

The train will leave New York city early 
in the morning bringin W morning pa- 
pers. It will get to ashington before 
noon and will start away for Atlanta about 
noon. At 7 o’clock the next morning it 
will roll into the union depot here with the 
passengers and mail which left New York 
the morning before.
